REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In March, 1889, the School Board organized as follows: Chair- 
man, John H. Cutler; Treasurer, John Q. Adams; Secretary, 
Helen M. Greenwood. 

As usual there have been thirty-five weeks of school for the High 
School. When the year opened it was hoped that it would be pos- 
sible to have three terms of ten weeks each for all the schools ex- 
cept the Wilson and the Middle East; but, for lack of sufficient 
means, the winter term was reduced to seven weeks. 

After the summer term, the Board decided to close the Wilson 
School, as there were few pupils, and the cost of maintaining the 
school was much greater than the cost of conveying to the village 
such scholars as live at a distance. 

The South School, owing to the illness of the teacher, was closed 
after six weeks of the fall term, but reopened in November and 
had a term of ten weeks in the winter. 

We wish especially to commend the generosity of three of our 
teachers, Miss Knight, Miss Hadley and Miss Wetherbee, who, 
when it was found that there could be only a short winter term, 
volunteered their services for an additional week in order that the 
work specified for the term might be completed. 

The Board regrets the short term and can only say that many 
expenses incidental to the opening of the new building helped to 
cause the inadequacy of means. ; 

We appreciate the liberality of last year’s appropriation; but in 
order that our schools may reach a high standard it will be neces- 
sary to expend more money than in former years. 

The great increase in the number of High School scholars ren- 
ders it imperative to hire an assistant; it is absolutely impossible 
for one teacher to do justice to the work.

At the beginning of the spring term, although all the arrange- 
ments in the new school house were not perfected, it was thought 
best to open the village schools in that building. It was very de- 
sirable that both teachers and scholars should become accustomed 
to the new routine and that the work should be thoroughly sys- 
tematized before the beginning of the fall term, which really 
opens the working school year. 

Too much praise can scarcely be given the new school house. 
The building itself, with its airy, well lighted, well ventilated 
rooms, the quiet surroundings, and its beautiful outlook, is in 
striking contrast to the old school house, and cannot fail to aid 
largely in creating a better physical and moral atmosphere among 
the children. Teachers and pupils have coéperated cheerfully 
with the board in its endeavor to take good care of the building. 


When the schools entered the new house, they were placed under 
the supervision of the High School teacher. After one term, dur- 
ing which the work in the various grades was carefully inspected, 
it was seen that our teachers could not do justice to themselves 
without a definite outline of work. Last summer the Board 
prepared a systematic course of study for all the schools; care has 
been taken to grade classes more strictly, and to see that all schol- 
ars of the same grade have uniform text books. ) 


Promotion from one class to another is now to be based wholly 
upon written examinations, and the results of the past two terms 
assure us that the schools are coming into good condition. 


Some necessary outlay has been made to provide blackboards, 
dictionaries, and other much needed supplies. Further provisions 
of the same kind must still be made. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOLS. 


There has been a great improvement in the order of most of the 
schools in the town. Whispering still prevails to a greater or less 
degree, but we are sure that, in most cases, the scholars are begin- 
ning to recognize their own moral responsibility in the matter, 
and are making an effort to correct what seems to be an unfortu- 
nate habit rather than an evil intention. Improvement in the con- 
duct of the schoolroom has extended to the street, and it is a great 
pleasure to be able to say that this improvement has been recog- 
nized not only by our own citizens, but by those of neighboring 
towns. There has been made a great effort to inculcate habits of 
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order; neatness, and politeness, both on the school grounds and 
elsewhere; we see with pleasure that this effort has not been made 
entirely in vain. 

We urge parents an citizens to make frequent visits to the schools, 
in order that teachers and children may be stimulated to greater 
exertions by feeling that the school is an object of interest to all, 
and that their efforts will be appreciated. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The general attendance was good during the spring and fall 
terms, but ‘‘La Grippe” has, in the last two months, caused a great 
number of absences.

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We consider the formation of a habit of promptness a part of 
every child’s education, and earnestly beg the parents to assist us 
in correcting this evil which is confined to a small number of 
pupils in each school. 

We also beg the parents’ assistance in the other matter of which 
we have to speak. We feel that in many cases scholars have so 
many social diversions as to interfere very seriously with their 
work in school. It has not, perhaps, reduced the daily attendance, 
but no scholar who keeps late hours can come into the school room 
the next day and take an interest in the work. He soon falls be- 
hind the class and often fails to complete a course of study which 
would be of incalculable value to him in after years. 

We speak having at heart the real interests of the pupils, and 
hope we shall not seem too harsh or exacting.

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Your committee appointed at a special town meeting, held June 
29, 1889, to repair and strengthen the roof of the Town House, beg 
to make the following report: 


After carefully investigating the supposed weak places in the 
constructiou of the upper portion of the building, it was decided 
to call to our aid the services of practical architects and builders 
of long experience, and Messrs. G. D. Pollard of Greenfield, A. 
M. Kelley ef Worcester, Mass., and Charles H. Tabor of New 
Bedford, Mass., were secured to make a thorough examination of 
the pnilding and advise as to its condition, and recommend any 
changes thought advisable. The first named gentleman was known 
to your committee as a man of long expericnee in building and 
repairing large structures. Mr. Kelley was recommended by his 
honor, the mayor of Worcester, while Mr. Tabor, who was spend- 
ing the summer at Mr. A. O. Smith’s had recently retired from an 
extensive and lucrative business as contractor and builder, having 
in a term of over forty years erected and repaired a gr eat number 
of the largest business blocks in New Bedford and other cities. 
Not only your committee, but the town is under obligations to him 
for the lively interest he manifested and valuable advice gratui- 
ously given. 


The above named gentleman and committee, after careful ex- 
amination, were unanimous in the the opinion that the roof which 
held up the banquet hall floor, and gallery to the the main hall, 
was faulty in design and dangerously weak in material, and that 
the new walls laid in the winter of 1886-7 when the house was re- 
modeled and on which the roof rested, were spreading from their 
original position. 

Although your committee was reluctant to incur expense, it was 
deemed of the utmost importance to at once re-construct the truss- 
es of the roof and secure the walls, and Mr. Pollard was engaged 
to carry out the plans unanimously adopted by the expert advisers 
and your committee. Hemlock timber in the trusses 8x8 inches 
were replaced by hard pine 10x12 inches and the trusses further 
strengthened, the rafters and brick walls secured to the heavy tim- 
bers and the entire frame of the roof securely rodded and bolted 
together, but inasmuch as the roof, banquet hall floor, and gallery 
to main hall, depended on the new brick wall for support, two 
arches of spruce plank made 10x22 inches, built in such a way that 
they rest on the old walls, were constructed and securely rodded 
and bolted to the trusses, so that should the entire new walls fall 
out, the roof and interior of the building would remain intact. 


While we do not apprehend any danger of the brick from the 
new walls falling out, the mortar in which they were laid being of 
poor quality, we would recommend that a committee be appointed 
to carefully look after the new brick work, with a view of relay- 
ing the same should occasion require. 


For the expenses, we refer to the financial report of the select-
